Education in the 21 st century can 
no longer be place-bound nor time- 
bound. and core skills for economic 
survival cross all disciplines and oc¬ 
cupational programs. Regardless of 
whether students are pursuing trans¬ 
fer options, technical degrees and cer¬ 
tificates, or simply enhancing current 


job skills, community colleges must 
remain focused on the demands of the 
workplace. Essential skills which have 
been identified for high performance 
employees apply to all individuals who 
expect to secure and maintain gainful 
employment. Colleges must equip stu¬ 
dents with effective communication 
and problem solving skills, the ability 
to use and apply complex technology, 
the understanding and appreciation of 
diversity in language and culture, the 
social and emotional skills to work and 
learn in teams, and an understanding 
of the need for continuous communi¬ 
cation at all levels of any enterprise.

A continuous dialogue will pave 
the way to a competitive future for all of 
us. The Alabama College System takes 
pride in its growing partnership with in¬ 
dustry.
